(They were
both sssessed there and on the volers' list.)
Two New York thieves voted on these names,

Edwin Major, No. 417 B. Becond sireet, tesii-
fied that he kept the Peunsylvanin Hotel this
election; he registered bimself there on Septem-
ber 28 us from New Orleans; he left the morning
after the election, (He wns assessed on the
extra list, and was on the voters’ list )

William H, Porter testified thut he was Re-
publican inspector of the Seventh division of
the Eleventh ward; kept the list of taxables;
sometimes did pol have an opportuaily to find
the names; sometimes would challeuge a man,
but betore witness could question bim the judge
would order the vote to be taken, sayiong toe
vote was all right; Daniel Baines was the jodge;

The Twitehell Case—Order Granted by
ihe United Stntes Supreme Conrt.

The Twitchell murder cuise came before the
Supreme Court of the Uniled Siates, at Wash-
fngion, vesterday morning, the cause being
George =, Twitchell aguinst the Commonwealth
of Pennsylvavia in error, Willlam Wheeler
Hubbell, attoruey for the plaintilf in error,
moved for leave to file certain papers, and tora
writ of error 1o the Court of Oyer and Termis
ner afd Geperal Jail Delivery for the city of
Phlladelphis, sod Supreme Court of Penusyl-
vania, for the Eastern District, on the ground
of repugnance of a statute of Pennsylviania and
proceedings to the Copstitution of the United
Stutes, and to make such order as may be
deemed proper, and bear an argoment if de
pired. Mr, Hubbell gtated that it was a question
involving the life of a citizen of the United
States. The Court made the following order:—
